DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18 and 22-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a recording medium formed of two substrates having 
a photosensitive layer and deformable layer between where the photosensitive layer is formed of a 
zinc alloy containing tellurium and the deformable layer is a cross-linked polymer and the first 
substrate comprises grooves and lands where data is written on the lands. The closest prior art, 
applicant's own copending applications, comprise a substrate having a zinc-tellurium alloy thereon 
and deformable outer layer. There is no disclosure of two substrates sandwiching the zinc-tellurium 
layer and deformable layer or that the deformable layer follows the deformations of the zinc- 
tellurium layer during writing.
